Rescued in 
Congo Move 


LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP) — White mercenaries and 
Congolese troops today captured 
Wa in ba and rescued more than 
120 white hostages. But they 
reported about IO white hos­ 
tages were slaughtered by Con­ 
golese rebels and parts of their 
flesh eaten during Christmas. 
The mercenaries seized Wam- 
ba two hours after dawn this 
morning following a drive

more than 250 miles northeast

Self-Exiled 
Priest Lands

1965 Farm 
Stabilization 
Programs Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Farm 
stabilization programs for 1965 
are fairly well set for most com­ 
modities. Most of them are in 
line with those in effect this 
year. 
Rigid marketing quotas will 
apply to cotton, most types of 
tobacco and peanuts. A grower 
referendum is yet to be held on 
sales quotas for next year’s 
rice crop. Rigid planting allot­ 
ments cover sugar beets and 
sugar cane. AU these crops are 
available in large supplies. 
What the agriculture depart­ 
ment calls voluntary controls 
have been set up for wheat and 
feed grains, also in surplus sup­ 
ply. 
No change in the dairy pro­ 
gram, which is limited to gov­ 
ernment purchase of surplus 
dairy products, is expected be­ 
fore April I. Surplus dairy pro­ 
ducts are not as much a prob­ 
lem as they were in other re­ 
cent years. 
Such products as beef cattle, 
hogs, sheep, lambs, wool, soy­ 
beans, flaxseed, dry beans, peas 
potatoes, fruits, vegetable and 
tree nuts are not subject to eith­ 
er production limitations or gov­ 
ernment price supports. 
From the standpoint of cost 
to the government, the 1965 pro­ 
grams are expected to be rough 
ly the same as this year. 
In the case of wheat and the 
major feed grains—corn, bar­ 
ley and sorghum grain—grow 
ers are offered price supports 
and payments for complying 
with programs designed to hold 
down production until surpluses 
are eliminated. 
Some 1965 price supports will 
be lower than this year, the 
principal ones being cotton, corn 
barley, 
Sorghum 
grain 
and 
wheat. But the decline in these 
supports will be offset insofar as 
those who reduce plantings are 
concerned by increases in pay­ 
ments. 
The new year may see the 
government taking action, how­ 
ever, to bolster markets of some 
farm products not subject to 
production controls and price 
supports. It has the power to 
enter markets to buy a part of 
the production for the purpose 
of strengthening producer prices 
This year, for example, it bought 
more than $200 million worth of 
beef to bolster weak cattle prices 
The purchased products go to 
welfare programs and school 
lunches. 
Next year, as has been the 
case for a number of years, up­ 
wards of $200 million in payment 
will be made to farmers who 
carry out approved soil and 
water conservation practices. 
The new year also is expected 
to see the government continuing 
to send large quantities of food 
abroad under the food for peace 
program.

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP) — Like so much else in 
the Congo, there is a primitive 
religious sect in the east which 
invites both smiles and tears. 
It is called the Kitawala sect, 
whose idea of the Genesis goes 
something like this: 
In the beginning, 
God 
had 
three sons and a daughter. They 
were all colorless until 
God 
grew bored with this. So he 
gave the sons the colors of the 
rainbow to choose from. 
The eldest chose to be white 
and was given a rifle and went 
to live in Europe. The second 
son became tan — Arab — and 
went to live in Zanzibar with a 
muzzle-loading gun not as good 
as the rifle. There was nothing 
left for the third son and he be­ 
came black and went to live in 
the Congo armed only with a 
bow and arrow. 
This son became God’s favor­ 
ite and was given the daughter 
in marriage and they had many 
children, 
one 
of whom 
was 
called America. America was 
carried off into slavery by the 
son in Europe to a distant land 
where he invented the automo­ 
bile, the refrigerator and the 
transistor radio. 
On Judgment Day, America 
will return to the Congo and 
give all the descendants of his 
parents 
automobiles, 
refrig­ 
erators, radios and all the other 
good things he invented. 
Judgment Day still eludes the 
Congo, which like many places 
in 
Africa 
has 
been treated 
cruelly by history. For centuries 
it was allowed to sleep until the 
white man came and grew rich 
here and then, after 80 years, 
the Congo suddenly became in­ 
dependent and found itself rush­ 
ing into the 20th century with 
scarcely enough preparation for 
the 16th. 
Thus, the average black man, 
poorer now after four years of 
disillusioning independence, still 
rides, still lives in a shack of 
mud hut while the white man 
enjoys a big house. The black 
man has been known to ap­ 
proach whites and ask for their 
“ intelligence pills’’ as the only 
sure key to the white world. 
The Belgians gave many Con­ 
golese the equivalent of a fifth- 
grade education and they fed 
and paid them better than most 
Africans under colonial rule. 
But unlike the British and the 
French, the Belgians gave their 
rich colony no preparation for 
independence. 
When 
it came 
suddenly four years ago, there 
was not a single Congolese col­ 
lege graduate, not one doctor or 
lawyer or engineer or military 
officer or man with any govern­ 
ment training higher than that 
of a postal clerk. 
Now, there is a handful of 
graduates in these fields in a 
country with a population of 15 


million and a size 80 times the 
area of Belgium. It is nowhere 
near enough. And so, four years 
after independence, the Congo 
has no sense of being a nation, 
no central government or army 
which can function without for­ 
eign help. And it is still plagued 
by the feuds and dialects of 
more than 200 tribes with the 
result 
that 
on 
one 
300-mile 
stretch of railroad, the train 
crews must be changed seven 
times. Crews from alien tribes 
would be slaughtered. 
For the average Congolese, 
four years of independence have 
meant almost four years of 
bloody 
genocide 
in 
wars 
of 
secession and rebellion, riotous 
graft and ineptitude in govern­ 
ment, fewer jobs, fewer medical 
facilities, fewer goods and gal­ 
loping inflation.

George Vanek, and 
about noon Beverly was driven 
home by an 18-year-old Garfield 
Heights youth.

At about I p m., Mrs. Jarosz 
telephoned the home and talked 
to Beverly, who gave no indi­ 
cation anything was wrong.

In a paper on “vocational 
change in relation to dogmat­ 
ism,” Dr. Kemp reported that

minded people tended to take 
jobs with security and power. 
His study covered IOO college 
seniors — divided equally into 
open-amd close-minded categor­ 
ies—who were tested to deter­ 
mine the values they held most 
important. 
Followup tests six years later, 
Dr. Kemp said, showed the open 
minded ones put theoretical and 
aesthetic values ahead of politi­ 
cal and economic ones, while 
the close - minded ones ranked 
their values as social, political 
and economic.
